WHEN Dr. and Mrs. Wilio first went 
to Java, early in 1907, it was not 
so much with the Idea of attending spe- 
cially to~ eye-sickness, ea of rendering 
general medical service, and -with this 
work they were first occupied at Boe- 
gangan, a Salvation Army Institution 
in Semarang for poor and destitute 
natives. But the doctor's knowledge 
and skill as an eye specialist soon be- 
came widely known, and the demands 
upon his time made by those who came 
for eye-treatment increased more and 
mom, until now all thought is Drac- 
tically excluded of being able to at- 
tend to anythmg else. 

The Major did not wait to have a 
hospital before he started work,' but 
began by using one room, a corner of 
which, allowing just enough space for 
two chairs, one for the doctor and one 
for -the patient, and a" small Table, was 
curtained off to servo as a daik-room. 
Later another room we^^quired as a 
stilting room, and uie first room 
i asca as an operating and dark- 
room; Mid in these two rooms many 
thousands of people were helped. At 
first the doctor's only assistants were 
Mrs. Wille and a few native helpers; 
later came a Swedish Officer. Now the 
hosoital staff consists of seven Euro- 
peans, two native Officers and thirty 
native helpers. 

The Peonder'a Memorial 

' The writer remembers about a year 
after her appointment to the eye- 
clinic, on the occasion of the first visit 
of the then recently-appointed Terri- 
torial Commander, how great were his 
concern and astonishment at seeing the 
primitive rooms and small space and 
difficult circumstances under which 
this important and rapidly-increasing 
work was being carried on; ami how he 
then promised to do his utmost to im- 
prove matters before long. His ap- 
peals to the public for help, his untir- 
ing efforts and dauntless energy in the 
lace of many difficulties and disap- 
pointments, contributed In no small 
measure to the accomplishment of his 
desires and the fulfilment of plans 
which had been for some considerable

Of course, it must be borne in mind 
that some of the patients come long 
distances, some from other islands, 
and, having no friends in the neigh- 
borhood, have to stay at the hospital 
on that account 

I will try to describe something of 
the work done at the hospital. One 
Officer has special care of the babies 
and little children, many of whom are 
sufferers from neglect and insufficient 
or improper feeding. This Officer is 
also kept* well employed giving out 
medicines for eye and other complaints 
and attending to any special cases of 
sickness, for, as wul be understood, 
among the 200 in-patients are those 
who suffer from attacks of malaria or 
other iQsesses. 

Between 7.30 and 8 o'clock tho pa- 
tients make their way to the Javanese 
waiting-room, which is also used as a 
meeting hall, and here, together with 
the out-patients who arrive from alt 



lieve that in many other cases the seed 
sown has borne and shall yet bear 
fruit to the glory of God. 

After morning prayers the names of 
the patients are called, and a record 
is kept of the number of men, women 
and children— European, Chinese and 
Javanese — who have come for treat- 
ment The patients who havo already 
been examined by the Doctor and 
whoso treatment has been prescribed 
are attended to by two of our Officers, 
whose hands and minds are kept bus- 
ily employed from about 8 o'clock in 
the morning until 9 o'clock at night, 
with only the necessary intervals for 
meals and a brief- rest In the middle 
of the day. This will be understood 
when I state that on an average 2G0 
patients are treated daily, and In

The Gospel Preached 

To my isilfltl, this Ib a very Important 
part of tho day's work, on account of 
the splendid opportunity it affords of 
bringing within the reach of the out 
patients, most of whom we do not see 
at our Sunday services, something of 
Use truth of the Gospel; and we know 
of cases in which the teaching thus 
givea has led to conversion, and we be- 



vlded with this the patient makes his 
way— sometimes eagerly, sometimes 
rather in fear and trembling— to the 
form close by the Doctor's table, there 
to await his turn with tm or twelve 
others, or even more, who have come 
for the first time. Here he has a good 
opportunity of obMtt-vtng what in be- 
ing done for his fellow-sufferers, and 
this Is. of course, of great interest to 
him. And then comes his turn. He 
takes his place on tho chair, and ia 
asked a few questions by tho doctor 
as to what the trouble is, whether he 
complains of pain or a tired feeling In 
the eyes or of defective eyesight It 



is sometimes surprising how difficult it 
becomes for an eye-patient to look up 
or down or right or left on instruction. 

Native Helpers 

At length the preliminary examina- 
tion is finished, the eyes are treated 
with medicine in preparation for fur- 
ther investigation, and while this pa- 
tient is being asked to wait, we hear 
a little boy of three loudly protesting 
against being brought inside. He 
kicks and screams, and declares that 
everybody is unkind, and his mother 
in despair is TOonrfnrino- whether she . 
had better take the child away again 
when the doctor looks up and sees 
what is going on. One of the Officers 
takes the «hild, the mother is asked to 
wait in the waiting-room, and with tho 
assistance of the native helper (who, 
by the way, passes on a ward of assur- 
ance to the mother that it is all right), 
the doctor soon has the case in hand, 
and sometimes to the accompaniment 
of occasional exclamations, sometimes 
in perfect quiet, sometimes with a few 
entreaties on the part of tho little pa- 
tient to leave off as he has had enough, 
the eyes ore examined, medicines ad- 
ministered, then instructions are given 
as to further treatment 

Then we have a young man, son of 
a Chinese merchant, who has met with 
an accident His right eye is in a ter- 
rible condition, and the doctor, after 
careful examination, says that the 
eye must be removed to prevent any 
risk of infection being carried to the 
other eve. 

The lather Is afraid to give consent 
until other members of the family 
have been consulted. He is told that 
delay is dangerous, and to make sure 
that he quite understands the situation 
he is not only spoken to in Malay, but 
another Chinaman who can speak his 
dialect is asked to help bring home tho 
facts to him. Finally the father gives 
in, the lad Is taken in the hospital and 
operated upon as soon as possible. All 
goes well, and later he is supplied with 
a glass eye, but the father, while 
agreeing that the appearance Is at) 
right, cannot understand why the boy 
cannot be supplied with an eye through 
which he can see, and suggests that 
a sheep's eye or goat's cyo token from 
a living animal might produce the de- 
sired effect It needs a groat deal of 
patience and time and careful explana- 
tion to convince the father that such 
a result Is not obtainable, but in tho 
end he ia satisfied, and leaves, thank- 
ins: the doctor and assistants for the 
help given. 

Variety of Patients 
And so we might go on describing 
case after case, each of them Interest-' 
tog in itself. We havo a great variety 
of patients— Europeans, Chinese, Java- 
nose, some Japanese, Arabians, Jews, 
and natives from islands round about
